1. (1) These rules may be called Monopolies and Restric¬ 
tive Trade Praptices (Recognition of Consumers’ Associa¬ 
tion) Amendment Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub¬ 
lication in (he Official Gazette. 

2. In the Monopolies and Resirictivo Trade Practice* (Re- 
cogniton of Coosumets’ Association) Rules, 1987, in rule 3, 
for sub-rule f4), the following sub rule be substituted, 
namely :— 

"(4) The Department of Company A flairs may, betoto 
issuing ’ a certificate of recognition, require the 
applicant to furnish such additional information as 
it may consider necessary within a period of thirty 
days of the date of receipt of the letter seeking 
such additional information, 

(4A) Every application made under sub-iulc (1) shall 
be disposed of by the Department of Company 
Affairs within ninenty days froru the date of re¬ 
ceipt of the application or, as the case may be, of 
the receipt of the additional information furnished 
under sub-rule (4),”

1 191) that this Tribunal cannot enlarge the scope of 
reference and has to confine itself to the reference. There¬ 
fore this Tribunal cannot go into the merits, propriety and 
legality of the domestic enquiry. As regards the punishment 
l have already reproduced the charges against the workman. 
The charge against the workman are that he abused and 
threatened with dire consequences his superior Mate and 
luithermore he during his working hours acted in an in- 
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disciplined and riotous behavour whereby the peace of the 
mines was disturbed, I have gone through the evidence and 
r do not find any insinuating circumstance in favour of the 
workman. The woikinan was also not able to point out any 
such circumstances to justify this Tribunal to reduce his 
punishment, In the circumstances punishment awarded to 
the workman appears to be legal and proper and he is not 
entitled to any relief. The reference is accordingly answeted 
as under ■ 

That the punishment of dismissal fiom service with 
effect from 15-11-1983 awarded to Shii Shivpal Nai, Un¬ 
skilled piece tated Mazdoor, by the management of Sutna 
Stone and Lime Co. Ltd., Satna (MjP.) was commensurate 
with the gravity of the offence committed by the concerned 
workman Ho is therefore not entitled to any relief.

This dispute coming on for final hearing on Tuesday, the 
I7th day of November, 1987 upon perusing the reference 
claim and couutei statements and all other material papeis 
on rceoid and up cm hearing the arguments of Miss R. Vaigai 
for 1 hiTUvaldigal Row and Reddy, Advocates appearing for 
the woifcman and of Thiru R. Sreekrishnan, Advocate appear¬ 
ing tor the Management and this dispute having stood over 
till this day for consideration, this Tribunal made the follow ¬ 
ing 
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award 

tins dispute between the workman and the Management 
oi State Bank of India, JLocal Head Office, Madras-1 arises 
out oi a reference under Section 10(1 )(d) ot the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 by the Government of India in its Order 
No. L-12ul2/200/85-D.Il(A), dated 16th June, 1986 of the 
Ministry of Labour for adjudication of the following issue : 

Whether (he action of the management of State Bank ol 
India, Local Head Office, Madras in relation to 
trie liddivanam Branch in dismissing Shn V. Raghu- 
natha Uupta, Tetter from service tiom 4th August, 
1984 was justified 7 It not, what relief is the work¬ 
man concerned entitled to ? 

t2) It is mentioned in the claim statement that the Peti¬ 
tioner Jhnu V. Ragtiunathu jGupta was working as a Teller 
in me 1 indivanam Branch of the Respondent-Bank. He was 
issued with a charge sheet dated 11th March, 1983 in res¬ 
pect of two allegations of misconduct which took place on 
25th January, 1983 and 22nd September, 1982. 'The petitioner 
had rendered an explanation denying the charges. Subsequently, 
a domestic entjuny was conducted and the Enquiry Officer 
found him gmliy of both the charges, Accepting the findings 
of the Enquiry Officer, the Petitioner was dismissed from 
service, tie preferred an appeal and the Appellate Authority 
by its cider dated 22nd October, 1984 exonerated him of the 
2nd charge, but holding the 1st charge as proved upheld the 
punishment imposed. It is stated that the enquiry was not 
conducted in a fair and proper manner and was in violation 
of principles of natural justice. The findings of the Enquiry 
Officer are perverse and not supported by cvidenco on record. 
I he Punishing Authorities had not taken into account the 
gravity of the misconduct, the past record of service and the 
extenuating circumstances as required under paragraph 
521(10)(c) of the Sastiy Awatd before imposing the punish¬ 
ment. At any event, tho Petitioner had unblemished record 
of 18 years of service and the punishment is shockingly dis¬ 
proportionate to the gravity of the misconduct committed 
and calls for interference under Section 11-A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. 

(3) In the countei statement filed by the Respondent-Bank, 
the allegations made in the claim statement are denied. 7 wo 
chmges were framed agamst the Petitioner on tho allegations 
of misconduct and a fulflcdged domestic enquiry was con¬ 
ducted, wherein he wa3 given ample opportunity to defend 
himself. The Enquiry Officer had found him guilty on both 
the charges and ho was dismissed from service. The Appellate 
Authority hud exonerated the Petitioner of the 2nd charge 
but upholding the 1st charge had confirmed the punishment 
imposed, The disciplinary proceedings were properly conduct¬ 
ed and (he punishment imposed does not warrant any inter¬ 
ference under Section 11-A of the Industrial Disputes Act. In 
case Ihe enquiry is held to fie vitiated, an opportunity may 
be afiorded to Ihe Respondent-Bank to adduce independent 
evidence before the Tribunal to prove the charges. 

(4) Ihe point for consideration is as contained in the 
lefcrencc. 

(5) No oi al evidence was adduced on cither side. Exs. W-l 
to W-14 and M-l to M-8 were marked by consent. 

(6) At the outset itself jt may be pointed out that the 
learned counsel appearing for the Petitioner did not challenge 
the validity of the domestic enquiry conducted on any ground 
but had confined the arguments only to tho scope of Section 
11-A of the Industrial Disputes Act and an endorsement was 
made to that effect. 

(7) It is now settled law that under Section 11-A of the 
Industrial Disputes Acfi the Tribunal is at liberty to consider 
not only whether ihe finding of the misconduct recorded bv 
the employer is coacct but also to satisfy itself one way or 
other legarding the misconduct committed, the punishment 
to he imposed and tho relief to bo granted to the concerned 
workman on the basis of the materials on record and on re¬ 
appraisal of the evidence 

(8) The Petitioner was working as a Teller in the Rcs- 
pondeut-Bank ,\t Tmdhrnnm Branch. He was issued with a 
chaige sheet dated ll*h March, 1983 marked as Ex. W-L 
The charges icad as follows; 

(1) On 25fh January, 1983 you issued a cash receipt 
with the Bank’s stamps duly affixed thereon to Shri 
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R, Gopalakrishnan for a sum of Rs. 1,000 for credit 
Of his S,B, A/c. No. 2/64. The voucher was duly 
passed to the Accounts wing and posted in the rela¬ 
tive Savings Bank Ledger, Day Book and also the 
Teller’s Cash Scroll. At the end of the day the 
voucher was withdrawn by you and the entry can¬ 
celled in all the corresponding books. By your above 
action you have committed the Bank to the posi¬ 
tion of a debtor to Sri Gopalakrishnan when in fact 
no cash was physically received by you. 

Yout above action if proved, would amount to an 
act of ‘gross misconduct’ under paragraph 521 (4) (j) 
of the Sastry Award read with paragraph 18.28 of the 
Desai Award. 

(2) Earlier on 22nd September, 1982 there was a short¬ 
age of Rs. 12,000 in your individual cash balance 
even though the receipts any payments made by you 
did not indicate such shortage from the notations 
on the relative vouchers and by your own confirma¬ 
tion the drawer and cubicle was locked whenever 
you were not physically present at your counter. 

The shortage was made good on the same day 
lit 11 P.M. This would Indicate a temporary mis¬ 
appropriation of cash entrusted to you. 

Your above action, if proved, would amount to 
an act of ‘■gross misconduct’ under paragraph 521(4) 
(j) of the Sastry Awaid read with paragraph 18.28 
of the Desai Award. 

The Petitioner-workman had given an explanation marked as 
Ex. W-2 dated 21st March, 1983 denying the charges. Subse¬ 
quently, a fill fledged domestic enquiry was conducted in which 
the Petitioner had fully participated. The Enquiry Officer as 
lcvealcd by the findings marked as Ex. W-6 held both the 
charges as proved, The Punishing Authority after furnishing 
the findings of the Enquiry Officer to the Petitioner and hear¬ 
ing him on the pioposed punishment of 1 dismissal had finally 
by its order dated 1st August, 1984 marked as Ex. W-7 dis¬ 
missed the Petitioner without notice as contemplated by para¬ 
graph 521(5) (a) of the Sastry Award. The Petitioner had 
filed an anpeal before the Chief Regional Manager, State 
Bank of India, Madras, who by an ord$,r dated 22nd October, 
1984 marked as Ex. W-9 had exonerated the Petitioner of 
the 2nd charge. In rcsP.eyt of the 1st charge, the Appellate 
Authority had found him guilty of gross misconduct and 
confirmed the punishment of d'smissal imposed. On perusing 
the documentary evidence adduced, I have no hesitation to 
hold that the finding rendered by the Enquiry Officer hold¬ 
ing Charge No. 1 as proved which had been upheld by the 
Punishing and Appellate Authorities is fully lustified and that 
the Petitioner had committed an act prejudicial to the interests 
of the Bank amounting to gross misconduct under paragraph 
521(4)(J) of the Sastry Award applicable to the concerned 
workman. In this context, it may be mentioned that the Peti¬ 
tioner had virtually admitted this charge as disclosed bv the 
earliest exnlanation marked as Ex. W-2 dated 21st March, 
1983 tendered bv h : m, In it, In respect of Charge No. 1 he 
had stated as follows : 

“In regard to the charge contained in para (i) of the 
above charge-sheet, r state that about a few davs 
back. I promised to pay a sum of Rs, 1,000 on 25th 
.Tnnuarv, 1983 to Shri R. Gopalakrishnan. When Shri 
Gonnlnkrishtiaii nnn’-oached me at my counter on 
that dav 1 told him that I would pay the monev 
immediately to which he requested me not to nay i< 
in cash but to credit his S/B A/c. No. 64. As T was 
under *he impression that f was in possession of my 
purse in which T had kept Rs, 1000. I ob'Hined a 
credit voucher filled in and signed bv him for 
Rs. 1000 and returned the counterfoil duly stamped 
apd ripped bv me to him. As I had to attend to 
nianv more customers awaiting at, mv counter, y did 
not at tenant to take out the cmh from mv purse 
immediately, After disposing of the customers. I 
could found lo mv utter shock and ‘urrrise that 
the niioe was not with me. I felt that e ; 1he ( should 
have leri -t ft ir' i evidence or 1m t somewhere, Clos- 
ing mv counter I rushed to mv house and searched 
for the nurse. But. in suite of mv sincere effo'ts T 
could not local- it, Tmrnedintrlv T rnrre to the 

Branch and explained in brief and requested the 


concerned clerks to treat the voucher as cancelled 
I also informed Shri R, Gopalakrishnan that 1 did 
not credit the money into his account as I could 
not get the money due to certain unavoidable cir- 
custunccs and promised to credit his account the 
next woiking day which I promptly did.” 

4 he Appellate Authority had rightly pointed out as the Peti¬ 
tioner had issued u cash receipt for Rs. 1000 to the credit of 
the customer Thiru R. Gopalakrishnan on 25th January, 1983 
and recorded the entry In the books and released the vou¬ 
cher and later altered the figures to clearly established the 
charge levelled against him. Exs. M-l to M-4 also fortify these 
facts. As alicady advcited to, the Petitioner had not seriously 
disnuled the allegations levelled though he had tendered u 
feeble explanation for having committed them. 

(9) 4 he learned counsel for the Petitioner Mss. R. Vaigai 
has urged that neither the Punishing Authority nor the Appel¬ 
late Authority had taken the past rccoid of service of the 
Petitioner and the extenuating circumsanccs before imposing 
the punishment of dismissal as contemplated by paragraph 
J21(10)(c) of the Sastry Award. On a perusal of Ex. W-7, 
the order of dismissal and Ex. W-9, the order of Appellate 
Authority confirming the punishment, it is manifest that they 
bad not adverted to the past record of service of the Peti¬ 
tioner. 4'hc contention raised on behalf of the Petit'oner 
that he had 17 years of unblemished record of service priot 
to his dismissal has not been controverted even by adducing 
any evidence before the Tribunal. On the other hand, th* 
Petitioner has filed Fxs. W-12 to W-14. These exhibits would 
disclose that the Bank had appreciated his efforts in securing 
deposits. It is no doubt true that the misconduct committed 
bv the Petitioner would amount to gross misconduct undci 
paragraph 521 (4)(j) of the Sastry Award as an act prejudi¬ 
cial "to the interests of the Bank, however, taking the past 
unblemished reeoid of service of the Petitioner of nearly 17 
years, and the surrounding circumstances of the case, the 
punishment of dismissal imposed appears to be harsh and 
disproportionate to the gravity of the misconduct proved 
After the introduction of Section 11-A of the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act. the scone of jurisdiction of the adjudicating autho¬ 
rity to interfere with the disciplinary action has been enlarged 
and i* can enquire into the adequacy and nroprlety of the 
punishment imoosed The managerial prerogative has to yield 
to the satisfaction of the Tribunal not only with respect to 
justification but also the adequacy of the punishment. In 
Industrial Law, dismissal is the ultimate and most drastic dis- 
einlinary action wh’ch may be inflicted bv an emnloyer for an 
ac 1 oF misconduct against an individual workman affecting 
h-s livelihood and rendering him unemnloyed. In deciding 
wbr'hcr m a particular case, the act is serious enough to 
iusl'fy dBmiss.il the matter needs to he examined in the 
1 'gV of the envjtv of the misconduct committed the nast 
record of service of the concerned workman and the sur¬ 
rounding circumstances of the case. Theie cannot he anv 
hold or fas' rule of nnv “Litmus Test” to a'rive at a deels'on 
in the mat*er r.v'h case would have to be decided on its 
oan facts nod fh<- orrvidline circumstance* On the facts of 
the test-,ip ca»- md the evidence adduced. fh» numshment of 
dismissal is held to he uniust'fied for the solitary lapse com¬

The Government of India. Ministry of Labour in exercise 
of the powers conferred on them under Section lOOXd) of 
Ihe I.D. Act, 1947 has referred the following dispute to 
this Tribunal for adjudication vide their Order No, L-24012 
(49)/85-D.TV(B), dated, ihe 21st November. 1985. 
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SCHEDULE 

"Whether ihe action of the Management of Gidl-C 
colliery of M/s. C.C. Ltd,, P.O. Gidi-C, Dist. Kazan- 
bagh tor not regularising and paying wages as Pay 
Loader Operator Or. i to S/Shn Saiju Manjhi, 
Barju, Raju Manjhi, Ramdeo Mahto and Md, Srraj 
when they have been working as such since 26-2-83 
is legal and justified? If not, to what lelief are 
the concerned woikman entitled?” 


Ihe case of the woihmen is that the concerned workman 
S/Shri Saiju Manjhi, Barju, Raju Manjhi, Ramdeo Mahto 
and Md. Siraj were originally appointed in diilcien 1 jobs by 
the management of C.C. Ltd, They had requisite qualifica¬ 
tion to work ns Tipper/Pay Loader operator, they were 
selected by a Selection Committee constituted by the manage¬ 
ment to work as l’ipper/Pay Loader Operator. The manage¬ 
ment instead of giving them proper designation and rates 
for the job in which they were engaged, issued an office 
order dt. 26-2-83 in which they were described as trainee 
driver with stipulation that they would continue to get the 
wages of their respective categories/groups for one year 
and their case for piomotion to Cat. V would be considered 
by a D.P.C. after one year. As during the period of the said 
training the workmen were actually engaged in operating 
tipper /pay loader as fulfledged operators, they demanded that 
they should be given propel designation and wages of opera¬ 
tors. The management initially refused to concede to the 
demand of the wolkmen but subsequently the Administrative 
Officer, Gidi-C colliery issued an office order dt. 23/28-2-84 
giving category V wages to the concerned workmen with 
effect from 26-2-84. The concerned workmen protested 
against the said Office order on the ground that they were 
performing the job of pay loader operators and have been 
operating pay loaders of higher capacities for which thev 
are entitled to get the wages of pay loader open rtor or 
Grade-I. The management refused to concede to the said 
demand of the concerned workmen. Thereafter their union 
raised an industrial dispute before the kLC(C) Hazaribagh 
The conciliation proceeding ended in failure giving rise to 
the present reference. After the order of reference was 
passed by the M'mslry of Labour dt. 21-11-85, the manage¬ 
ment V»ed m office orffi dt. 1 12-8*1 promoting the concern¬ 
ed workmen to the post of pay londci cpei.Por GradeTT with 
effect from 26-2-85. The successive action of the manage¬ 
ment in respect of the proper designation, grade and wanes 
of the concerned workmen were wrong and unjust. The 
management was actuated with malaflde intontion of taking 
service of higher grade without paying the higher grade and 
wages commensurate with the performance of the work being 
done by the concerned workmen. The management by dub¬ 
bing the workmen as trainers drivers proposed to continue 
payment of the stfa^es of lower categories and then conceded 
the wages of category V with effect from 26-2-1983 thereby 
nullifying Its earlier order. The management’s action con¬ 
ceded the desfjmation and grade of nay loader oneratoi 
Grade-IT with effect from 26-3-85 when the dispute was 
referred for adjudication. The belated actions of tbc man¬ 
agement amounts to admission of tbe fact tbal ihe concerned 
workmen were actually working as Pay loader operator and 
as such thev were entitled to the proper grade of pay loader 
operator Grade-I and the consequential benefits with effect 
from 26-2-83. 


The case of the management is that the terms of reference 
coniains an erroneous presumption that the five concerned 
workmen have been working as Pav loader oncratn; from 
26-2-83 although such contention of the sponsoring union 
was denied bv the management during the course of con¬ 
ciliation proceeding before the ALCfO. Ilazanbaab. The 
impropriate Government has therefore, entered the arena of 
fbe Tribunal in Anting in the terms of reference and elvin" 
judgement that the five concerned workmen in troe‘bon have 
been working as Pav loader operator Grndc-T smeg 76-2-81 
although it was a disputed fact. The reference therefore is 
hit bv ihe ruling of their T ordains of the Supreme Conn 
in t?A m Awtnr STmrmn nnd others Vc Sint; of Harvann 
n 9 $ 5 -TTTT T-1R7). The five concerned wojVmcn v/cre mrvi- 
miti,' worlnnir ^ either In Cate^rv I mnzdonr or Cafeporv 
IT Mazdonr Thev obtained Motor Vehicle hw but had 
no experience of driving Motor Vehicle/Heavy transport 
-chicle and were never employed as drivers of such vchl- 
clr= The Pav loaders are heavy transport vehicles under the 
87/1949 GI—7 


Motor Vehicle Act. In February, 1983, the management bad 
decided to provide training to the concerned workman and 
entertained them as trainee drivers for a period of one 
year in the first instance on payment of the same wages 
which they were already getting. Since the concerned work¬ 
men were also put in training at the same lime in legard 
to operation of a Pay loader they were allowed the wages 
of driver Cat. V which is the wages applicable to the post 
of Motor Vehicles drivers with effect from 26-2-83 as per 
policy decision of the management for trainee operators. 
NCWA-) 1 finalised by JBCC1 :cud with implementation ins¬ 
truction No, 36 dt. 2-2-81 provided that the trainee operators 
would be dealt with as per the scheme in ojocration in CCL 
and that such a scheme inter alia lays down that the 
workers selected as trainee operators will draw during the 
period of their training the wages applicable to the post In 
which they might be working prior to their being entertained 
for training. In view of the above the concerned workmen 
weie entitled to the wages of the post of either Cat. I 
or Cat. il but the management allowed them additional bene¬ 
fits by being placed in the daily rated category V which 
was the pay scale of a Motor Vehicle dtiver. The imple¬ 
mentation instructions of JBCCI placed pay loader operators 
in 3 guides namely Giade-III, Grade-II, Grade-I and put 
them under excavation Group D, C and B respectively for 
the purpose of pay scales giving their specific job descrip¬ 
tion. Group B pay loader opeiator Grade ! is a highly skilled 
workmen having 5 years experience capable of operating all 
types of pay loaders of capacity of 4 C.M. and above and 
he should have knowledge of the mechanism of the equip¬ 
ment and should undertake minor running repairs. He must 
also hold valid heavy vehicle driving licence and should 
ensure up keep of the machine. It will appear from the job, 
description and grouping that they vary according to the 
capacity of the pay loader operated and expetience of opera¬ 
tion of pay loaders of such capability besides certain other 
stipulation. Gldf-C colliery had two. pay loaders one of 
1.6 C.M. capacity and the other of 2 C.M. capacity. The 
former has been surveyed off having outlived its life and 
the latter is still in operation. The concerned workmen 
received their training on those two pay loader*. The opera¬ 
tors operating pay loaders of the above aforesaid capacity are 
entitled to be placed in Grade-ITI/Gradc-D only or excava¬ 
tion pav scale. The management had stipulated the period 
of training for the workmen having regard to the aforesaid 
job description as 2 years. After they completed the retain’ng 
neriod their case were reviewed and thev were placed due 
to mistake in excavation crade-C Instead of Excavation 
Grade-D w r ith effect from 26-2-8?. The concerned workmen 
hove neither operated pay loader which are required to be 
operated by the Pay loader operator Grade-I with effect from 
26-2-83 nor they are entiled to be paid wages of pay loader 
operator* of Grade I from that date or from any other dhte. 
In the above view of the matter the demand of the Spon¬ 
soring union that the concorncd workmen should he given 
Grade T of pay loader operator with effect from 26-2-83 
i* misconceived and It Is Fable *o the rejected. The action of 
the management in not regularising and raying the wages 
as pav loader onernlor Orade-T, to the concerned workmen 
is legal nnd justified 

The point for consideration fn this reference is whether 
ihe concerned workmen aie entitled to be regularised as Pay 
loader onerator Grade-T and be paid wages of tbc same 
grade wilh effect from 26-2-83. 


The management examined one witness In sunpori of its 
case. The workmen did not examine any witness in their 
supnoM However, the workmen go* their documents exhlWed 
as W-l to W-3. The management also produced documents 
which have been marked F,xt M-l and M-2. 

It appears fiom the schedule of the order of reference that 
ihe Govt ha, given a decision that the concerned workmen 
-me working ns Pav T onder Operator Grade-T and as such 
It has leferrcd the case for adhtdicatlon for their regulariza¬ 
tion as Pay loader operator Grade-T although the 'aid fact 
is disputed Shi T Butman, appearing on behalf of the con¬ 
cerned workmen, also submitted that the concerned workmen 
n-r not working ns Pav loader Onerator In Gradc-T, The rtovt. 
having administrative function should not hnvp decided a 
matter of oLinsl lundlchl function that the concerned workmen 
are already working as pay loader operators in Grade-I. 
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However, as both the parties agreed to the fact that the con¬ 
cerned workmen were not wording as Pay Loader Operators 
Grade-1, the matter has to be decided as to whether the con¬ 
cerned workmen are entitled to be tegularised as Pay Loader 
Operator Grude-II since 26-2-83. 

Admittedly, the reference is based on NCWA-iJ implemen¬ 
tation instruction Wo. 36 dt, 2-2-81 of JBCC1 and the said 
instruction is Ext. M-l m the case. It will appear from Ext, 
M-l at SI. No.' 12 of page-8 that highly skilled workman 
having 3 years experience capable of operating all type of 
pay loaders of capacity of 4 C.M. and above has been placed 
in pay loader operator Gradc-J. Besides that he should have 
knowledge ol mechanism of the equipment and should be 
able to undertake minor running repair and should hold valid 
heavy vehicle driving licence. It will appear from the evidence 
of MW-I that there was no pay loader of the capacity of 
4 C.M. or above m Gidi-C colliery. The workmen have 
adduced no evidence to show that there was any pay loader 
of the capacity of 4 C.M. or above which the concerned 
workmen were operating. Regarding experience also it will 
appear that the concerned workman had not acquired 5 years 
experience after the period of his training. It will thus appear 
that the concerned workmen are not entitled to be regu¬ 
larised as Pay loader Operator Grade-I, as they had not 
operated the pay loader of the capacity of 4 C.M. and above. 

The evidence of MW-1 shows that the concerned workmen 
were formerly mnzdoors and subsequently they wer* put as 
trainer drivers vide Ext. W-l. Ext. W-l dt. 26-2-83 shows 
that on the basis of the recommendation of the Selection 
Committee the concerned workmen were placed as trainer 
driver for a period of one year which was liable to be ex¬ 
tended subsequently and that during the said period of tiaining 
they will continue to get the wages applicable to their present 
category and that on expiry of the training period they will 
be tested by the D.P.C. and those suitable may be promoted 
as driver Category V subject to the requirement and avail¬ 
ability of the vacancies, It is clear therefore that the con¬ 
cerned workmen were placed as trainee driver from 26-2-83. 
Ext. W-2 is an office order dt. 27-2-84 by which sanction 
was accorded to the payment of minimum wages of Cat. V 
to the concerned workmen with effect from 28-2-83 who were 
allowed to work as driver (TR) vide office order dt. 26-2-83. 
MW-1 also has stated that vide Ext. W-2 the concerned work¬ 
men were placed in Cat. V. He has further slated that the 
concerned workmen were promoted as nay loader operator 
Orade-ll vide Ext, W-3. The said Ext. W-3 is an office order 
dt. 3-12-85 which shows that on the basis of the recommen¬ 
dation of the D.P.C. the concerned workmen were tempora¬ 
rily promoted to the post of Pay Loader Operator Grade-JI 
with effect front 26-2-85. It is clear therefore that the con¬ 
cerned workmen were working ns Pny loader operator and 
as such they were allowed Grade-II of pay loader operators. 
MW-1 has w>ted that the concerned workmen wore given 
Paining for driving pay loaders and maintenance and its 
minor repairs and that the training took abour one venr. 
MW-1 has stated that in 19i83 there was one Terex Pay 
loader in the colliery cap.ic'tv o f 1.6 C.M. and that subse¬ 
quently in 1984 the colliery noquired one more pay 
loader Model 1420 having capacity of 2 C.M, He has also 
produced a Literaturs in respect of the said pay loader marked 
Ext. M-2 to show that the bucket capacity of the pay loader 
Model 1420 is 2 C.M.' He has nlso stated that since 1984 
the Terex Pay loader is not working and only Pav loader 
wh’ch was acquired in 1984 was being onerated in the 
colliery, This evidence of MW-1 shows that although the 
concerned workmen had taken their training on the Pav 
loader of 1,6-C.M but they were actually wort-imr on the 
pay loador of 2 C.M. from 1984, Ext. M-1 will show at 
page-8 that "a workman having th r ee years of experience of 
operating of all tvnes of pav loaders of capacity less than 
4 C.M. but more than 2 C.M. has to be placed as Pny loader 
operator Grade-TT Tbe ennromed workmen were operatin' 1 
accordinn to MW-1 Pay loader of the capacity of 2 C M, 
and' as such they cannot be placed in Pav Loader Grade-TI. 
The skilled workman havinu two years experience in hfn' v 
eoumment oVl in heavy vehicles r-anable of oneratine a 1 ! 
types of pay loader of c.mt'chv of 7 C M and less Fas to b" 
placed as pav loader operator Grade-ITT Accordion to 
Ext, M-1 as tbe colliers' in miesf’oti was bavin" pas' load-r 
of 2 C.M, and not above it fhe concerned workmen were en¬ 
titled to Grade-TTT pay loader operator and not pav load’-r 
operator Grade IT The management have given Grade-II 
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to the concerned workmen with effect from 26-2-85 perhaps 
taking experience of 3 years into consideration although they 
wcie oporaung pay loader of the capacity of 2 C.M. only. As 
ihe concerned wenkmen are operating the pay loader of capa¬ 
city of 2 C.M. from 1984 they are entitled to be paid as 
Pay Loader Operator Grade-111 fiom 26-2-84. They cannot 
got Giade-jll tiom 26-2-83 as they weie under training lor 
one year Lorn 26-2-S3 during which period they were to get 
wages applicable to their existing category. As the manage¬ 
ment h.ix placed the concerned workmen as pay loadci opera¬ 
tor Grade-11 with effect from 26-2-85 vide Ext, W-3, the 
concerned woikmen will continue to get the said wages of 
pay Loader operators Grade-II with effect from 26-2-85 and 
they may accordingly be regularised as pay loader Operator* 
Grade-II with effect from 26-2-85. 

In the result, 1 hold that the action of the management of 
Gidi-C colliery of M/s. C.C.L. for not regularising and 
paying wages as Pay louder Operators Grade-I to the con¬ 
cerned workmen with effect from 26-2-83 is justified. How¬ 
ever, the concerned workmen are entitled to be placed as 
Pay Loader Operator Grade-IJI with effect from 26-2-84 and 
ihe management is directed to pay the difference of wages to 
'hem from 26-2-84 to 25-2-85, The concerned workmen have 
dicady been placed as Pay Loader Operator Grade-II with 
effect from 26-2-85. The management is directed to regularise 
them as Pay Loader Operator Grade-II with effect from 
26-2-85 as there is nothing against them.

By an order No. L-42012/b4/S5-D.H(B) dated 8-2-87, the 
Dcsk Officer, Government of India, tVlimstiy of Labour, 
New Dctm in excicisc of the poweix conteired by ciausetuj 
of sub-section (1J and sub-sccuon (2A) of Section 10 of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, lias reieired the dispute bet¬ 
ween the employers in relation to the management of Kend¬ 
riya Vidliyalaya, B.S.n. and other workman to this lribuual 
for adjudication. I he dispute leletrcd to is whether the action 
of the management of Principal Kendriya Vidyalaya, B.S.E. 
Dantiwadu (b.K.) in teuninating the service ot ohn Puiabu 
Somchand K. Wet Sweeper w.e.r. 8-6-84 is justified ? If not, 
to what other relief he is entitled ? 

2. 'Ihe woikmaii namely Sh. Purbia Somchand K. has 
filed the statement of cla.m at Ex, 3 and bncily the facts 
are—that the concerned workman was employed as Wet 
Sweeper m, Kendriya Vidhyalaya, Dantiwada, Disk Banas- 
kantha. He was initially appointed in the services on 14-y-82 
by an order as at Anncxure ‘A’; that he worked lrorn 14-9-82 
to 30-4-83, The opponent therealter gave aitificnal micimiilent 
break on paper and again the opponent engaged the woikman 
w.e.f, 1-7-83 and that he continued to work upto 8-6-84 and 
on the same date his sei vices were arbitrarily and abruptly ter¬ 
minated. The said woikman thereafter, visited and met the 
officer concerned for seeking the reasons for termination that 
the workman did not get any reply and, therefore, he was con¬ 
strained to app.oach the Conciliation Officer and ultimately 
the matter has been refericd to this Tribunal. 11 is contended 
that the action of the opponent in tti minuting the sctvices of 
woikman is illegal, invalid and inoperative in law on the 
ground that the opponent was given artificial intermittent 
breaks; that the action of the opponent in giving such artifi¬ 
cial intermittent breaks is uncalled for and violative of 
Article 14 of Ihe Constilulion of India and it is in utter 
disregard to the mandatory provisions of Section 25F read 
with Section 23G and H of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947; that the impugned action of the opponent is a malafide 
exercise of managerial power. Further it is contended that 
immediately after the termination of the services of the woik¬ 
man, the opponent has appointed a fresh candidate which is 
in contravention to the provisions of Section 25G & H of 
the I.D. Act; that the concerned woikman was appointed after 
undergoing all the process of reel uitmenf nnmely, interview, 
viva-voce test, etc. and that action in terminating the services 
of the workman is arbitrary and mala fide and it is against 
the norms of principles of natural justice and, therefore, it 
is prayed that he be reinstated on the original post of 
Wet-Sw’eeper with full back wages and continuity of services 
and that lie be paid all the fringe benefits like leave bonus, 
R.F. etc, 

3. The first party, Kendriya Vidyalaya has filed its written 
statement at Ex. 9 and briefly it is contended as under : that 
the reference is without any basis and not according to law 
and hence it should be rejected; that the Kendriya Vidyalaya 
is a school run by the Kendriya Vidyalaya Sangathan—a 
Society registered under the Societies Registration Act, i960; 
that its head auarte“s arc at Delhi and it manage the vpiious 
schools, including this present school siluated in the various 
parts of the country. Tt is further contended that as per the 
general guidance of the Sangathan, Shri Purabia—the work¬ 
man. was appointed purely on adhoc basis on two occasions 
one from 14-9-82 to 30-4-83 and thereafter from 1-7-83 to 
8-6-84. The workman has nroduced Ihe first appointment 
order and the -econd appointment order is not produced 
by him. According to the Kendriya Vidyalaya, in view of 
the appointment orders, the workman was employed on 


specific understanding that it was a purely ad hoc appoint¬ 
ment and that lie was appointed for a specific period as 
stated in the respective appointment orders; that the workman 
willingly accepted the said appointment order with the full 
understanding that ho did not raise any objection to the 
leims of the said appointment order. It is incorrect to say 
that thcio wcio any artitici.il breaks. The first appointment 
was till 3U-4-83 as the school was closed for summer vaca¬ 
tion by ihut lime and during summer vacation, It was not 
necessa.y Lo continue the employment. The second appoint¬ 
ment was fioni 1-7-83 to 30-4-84. However, in view of the 
letter tiomi Asstt. Commissioner, Gandhinagar dated 25-4-84, 
the services of Mr, Pmabia was extended upto 8-6-84. Fur¬ 
ther, it is contended that the woikmen’s services were, 
howcvei, te"minatcd finally on 8-6-84 under the instructions 
fioni the Head Quarter (Office. It is furher contended that 
the woikman being a purely ad hoc employee, he is not 
entitled-to claim anything as alleged m the statement of 
claim; that his service being a fixed tenure, terminable by 
efflux pf time deleimined m advance, he is not entitled to any 
such r'glit as prayed in the statement of claim and, therefore, 
the reietence requites to be rejected. 

4. In the present rcfe.ence, the otal evidence was led on 
both tho sides and some documents aie also produced which 
I have an occasion to lefer he'eafter. I may state that after 
the evidence was over, I have beaid M:. S. N. Gandhi for 
the concerned woikman and Ml. Balvir Singh for the Ken- 
dnya Vidyalaya. 

5. In the picsent reference, we have no consider whether 
the action of the management in terminating the service of 
Mu. Purbia Somchand K. Wet Sweeper w.e.f. 8-6-84 is 
justified and if no! what arc the reliefs he Is entitled to? 
Admittedly, Slui Pmbia Somchand K. has worked in the 
Kendriya Vidhyulaya of Gujuiat as a Wet Sweeper. He was 
given an appointment letter as per Ex. 15. He has joined the 
service from 14-9-82. According to Mr. Purabia, he worked 
from 14-9-82 till 8-6-84 and on that day his services were 
termninated by letler Da. 19. l)ic fact that his services were 
terminated by Ex. 19 is not disputed by the management. 
However, acco ding to the management’s written statement 
the initial appointed was only from 14-9-82 ti 30-4-83 and 
as Iherc was suaiuiei vacation, ho was discharged and was 
given icappoiiiimcnt. The fact that he wag given reappoint¬ 
ment by an oulei Ex. 22 and that appointment was till tho 
legulai incumbent join or till 30-4-83 whichever is earlier. It 
appears that ihe concerned workman was continued even 
filler 30-4-84 in view of the letter from Asstt. Commissioner, 
kendriya Vidyalaya Sangathan (Ahmedabad Region) which 
is daled 25-4-84. It inter alia states that the so.vices of all 
the ad hoc employees suould be teiinitiated on 30-4-84, but 
in the cave ol candidates belonging lo scheduled castes, 
ichcduled Inbev, eic., engaged on ad hoc basis upto 30-4-84 
may be continued till 30-4-84 till the regular Incumbents 
join duly piovided that these candidates were initially 
appointed ou ad hoc basis after sponsoring names from Em¬ 
ployment Exchanges and aftci tollowing prescribed proce¬ 
dure. Now Mr. Purabia is a scheduled caste candidate and 
hence his ve vices were continued beyond 30-4-84 in view of 
the letter as above, It, therefore, follows that even though 
Mr. Purabia was appointed on ad hoc basis, it appears that 
he was continued ns his initial appointment was made after 
sponsoring names fiom Employment Exchange and further 
after following pi escribed piocedire. Jf that was not done, 
he should have been relieved on 30-4-84 as per Ex. 22, 

6. Now if the concerned woikman has worked from 14-9-82 
to 30-4-83 and thereafter from 1-7-83 to 8-6-84 admittedly 
he has woiked fot more than 240 days and if he hag worked 
Cor more than 240 days in view of the dear provisions of 
Sec. 25(B) ii can be said that lie is deemed to be in conti¬ 
nuous service and now if he is deemed to be in continuous 
service, it is clear that in view of Ihe provisions of Sec. 25(F) 
the woikman cannot be rctienched unless tne workman has 
been given one month’s notice in writing indicating tho 
reasons for letrenchment and the period of notice has ex- 
pi] ed oi the workman has been paid in lieu of such notice, 
wages for tire period ot notice. Now it is irged that in the 
instant case, there was an agreement and in view of the 
nereenwnt the services of the concerned workman could be 
determined. Now the agreement itself slates that the ser¬ 
vices of he concerned wpikman could be terminated till the 
regular incumbent join or till 30-4-84 Whichever is earlier as 
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per Ex. 22. Now in the instant case, the ad hoc appointment 
continued even alter 30-4-84 and thereaiter there was no 
otner agreement. Therefore, it could not be said that the 
management, had a right to terminate the services oi the con¬ 
cerned workman on tne said terms as stated in the letter at 
Ex. il as ne continued to wont after 30-4-84. Secondly it 
also appears from what has been stated as above that in the 
instant case, there was no notice served by the employer uls. 
4 a (.r) nor the workman has been paid the wages tor the 
nonce period and in that view of the matter, it is clear that 
tne termination is nad. Ihe section 25(F) is quite clear on 
tne point and, tne.etore, the termination of his service by 
tne management is bad. 

7. It was, however, urged by Mr. Rathore for the manage¬ 
ment mat rcendriya Viayalaya is a society registered unuer 
tne societies registration Act and, therefoie, the society 
cannot oe sued ue.e. inow Mr. Kathore is not right on the 
issue in question in as mucn as simply because Kendriya 
Viuyalya is a society regisierd under tne Societies Regis¬ 
tration Act it does not and cannot mean that the Tribunal 
has no jurisdiction in as much we have nrst to consider whe- 
tner there is an industrial dispute. 

8 . If we were to refer to the definition of industrial dis¬ 
pute, it is quite clear tnat any dispute or dispute between the 
employer and the woriunan which is connected with the em¬ 
ployment or te.ins oi employment would be an industrial 
uispute. In the instant case, tne question is about the termina¬ 
tion of me services of Mr. i'urauia by the management. Ihe 
question retened to is whether the said termination is legal 
and valid, & thereto.e naturally it would be an industrial 
dispute. 

9. However it is contended that the Kendriya Vidhayala 
is not an industry and the provisions of Industrial Disputes 
Act a.e not applicable to it. On going through the definition 
of the industry, we lind that it is a very wide definition and 
namraiiy it would cover even the case where educadon is 
being imparted. Mr. Kathore for the management has tried 
to leter to a decision in Bangalore Water Supply and 
Sewerage Board’s case, reported in 1978, LAB IC page 487. 
He has also stated that in the decision namely University of 
Delhi, the Supreme Court has held that the Industrial Tri¬ 
bunal was wiong m regarding tne university as an industry. 
Now, it would oe seen that the learned Advocate or the 
management has not properly gone through the Bangalore 
Water Supply case. In that decision, their Lordships of the 
Supte&e court were pleased to observe that the decision 
namely University of Delhi, AIR 1963, SC, page 1873 was 
wrongly decided. They further held that education can l'e 
and is in its institutional form an industry. Some of the 
grounds which we e discussed therein were that it was urged 
that the predominant activity of the University was teaching 
and since the teacher did not come within the purview of 
the Act, only the incidental activity of the subordinate staff 
could fall within its scope that could not alter the predominant 
character of the institution. The Supreme Court dealt with 
these contentions saying “the premises relied on is - that the 
bulk of the employees in the University is the teaching 
community. Teachers are not workmen and cannot raise 
disputes under the Act. The subordinate stall being only 
a minor category of insignificant numbers, the institution 
must be excluded, going by the. predominant character test. 
It is one thing to say that an institution is not an industry. It 
is altogether another things to say that a large number of its 
employees are not ‘workmen’ and cannot therefore avail of 
the benefits of the Act and so the institution cases to be 
an industry. The test is not the predominant number of 
employees entitled to enjoy the 'benefits of the Act. The 
true test is the predominant nature of the activity. In the 
case of the University or an educational institution, the 
mature of the activity is exhypothesis education which is a 
service to the community. Ergo, the University is an indus¬ 
try. The error has crept in if we may say so with great res¬ 
pect, in mixing up the numberical strength of the personnel 
with the nature of the activity.” 

10. The second ground was that there are a number of 
other activities of the University Administration, demonstra¬ 
bly industrial which are severable although ancillary to the 
main cultural enterprise. It is stated that a University tray 
have a target printing press as a separate but having consi¬ 
derable establishment. It may have a large fleet of trans¬ 


port buses with - an army of runnipg staff and, therefore, 
relying on the decision namely. The Corporation of Nagput 
CUR lybO, bC page 675) lias held tnat these operations, 
viewed in sever ally or collectively, uwy be treated as tndus- 
tiy. it would be suange, indeed if a University has 50 
nan-port Duses, hiring driving, conductors, cleaners and 
wort-snop technicians, now ate they to be denied the 
teaenis of the aci, especially when their work is separable 
from academic teaching merely because the buses, are 
owned by the same corporate personalty? We find, with 
all oeference, little force in this process of nullification of 
the industrial character of the University's multi-form 
operations. 

11. Lite Mud ground is that the education develops the 
personality of the pupil and this piocess, if described as 
industry, pounds grotesque. In this regard, they observed 
that tney were unaole to appreciate the iorce of this reason 
ing and further stated “mat the pejorative assumption 
seems to be that ‘industry’ is something vulgar, interior 
disparaging and ssouid not be allowed to sully the sanctined 
suoject of education. In our view, industry is a noble term 
and embiaces even the most sublime activity. At any rate, 
in legal terminology located m the statuiory definition it 
is not money-maxing, it is not lucre-loving, it is not com¬ 
mercialising, it is not profit hunger. On the other hand 
a team of painter who produce works of art and sell them 
or an orchestra group which travels and performs and 
makes money may be an industry, if they employ sup¬ 
portive staff of artists or others. There is no degrading 
touen about industry especially in the light of Mahatma 
Gandhi's dictum that ‘Work is Workship’.” 

12. The Supteme Court also negatived the ground that 
education is a in'ssion and vocation, rather than a profes¬ 
sion or trade or business and finally went on to observe 
that indeed, all life is a mission and a man without a 
mission is spiritually still-born and further observed that 
the education is, therefore, an industry and nothing can 
stand in the waj of that conclusion. 

13. It, therefore, appears to. me having regard to the 
facts a s above that there is no substance in the argument 
put forward by the learned Advocate on behalf of the 
management that the Kendriya Vidhyalaya being an edu¬ 
cational institution, the Industrial Disputes Act does not 
apply to it. As stated in the Supreme Court’s decision, it 
would apply in the case of workman such as in the present 
case who was a Wet Sweeper. As discussed above, it 
is dear that he lias served for more than 240 days and 
his teiminaticn has not been after the compliance of the 
provisions of Section 25(F) of the I.D. Act. It appears 
that even after retrenching the concerned workman a new 
workman has been appointed in his place. We do not know 
whether the person appointed in his place is op the regular 
employment. Nothing has been produced to hold that 
Mr. Purabia was not selected and other persons were 
seleded. It is also not shown that the other persons were 
selected on the date the appointment was given to Mr. 
Purabia. Having regard to the recruitment terms and condi¬ 
tions of service, it appears that so far as the group-D staff 
is concerned, the appointing authority is the principal and in 
the circumstances when Mr. Purabia has worked for more 
than 240 days, it must he held that he was wrongly ter¬ 
minated w.e.f. 8-6-84 that action is not justified and, there¬ 
fore, he is entitled to reinstatement. Mr. Purabia has 
stated that he has made attempts in getting service at other 
place, but he could not get any other job. In the circum¬ 
stances, since the termination was bad, there is no other 
alternative but to pass an order of his reinstatement with 
full back wages and continuity of service and hence the 
order. 


ORDER 

Shri Somchand Kanjibhai Purabia his ordered to be re¬ 
instated. He shall be reinstated within one month of the 
publication of this award. He shall have all the benefits 
of continuity of service from 8-6-84 and shall also be 
entitled to arrears of pay, etc. The management shall pay 
the same to the conemed workman within two months 
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from the date of publication of this award. No order a* 
o costs.

AWARD 

Dated, Decembci 2. 1987 

By Notification No. L-410I2(63)/83-D,IKL) dated 16th 
lanuory, 1985 the Central Govermi-cm in the Ministry of 
Labour has referred the folowing dispute, for adjudication :— 

“Whothei the action of the management of Railway 
Electrification, Central Railway Nagpur (MS) in 
terminating the services of Shri lufar Mahmood, 
E.S.M. ‘B’ w.e.f. 30-4-1983 is justified ? If not, to 
what relief the workman concerned is entitled ?’’ 

2. Facts which are no longer in dispute are that an adver¬ 
tisement was published m newspaper for the cost of Elec¬ 
trical Signal Maintnincr Grade IT and other posts and work¬ 
man, Shri Jafnx Mahmood, applied for the former, He 
appeared along with seven others for interview on 27-3-1982 
at Bhopal after written test. He was selected by the Railway 
Service Commission, Bombay and the General Manager, 
Central Railway, Bombay vide order dated 25-6-1982 appoint¬ 
ed him on the said post and he joined the duty on 22-7-82. 

3. Thereafter there were some report In the National 
Newspapers about certain complaints of malpractices com¬ 
mitted by the Railway Service Commission. Thereafter the 


services of the workman were terminated vide order dated 
30-4-1983. 

4. The case of the wotkman lurthcr is that without any 
investigation the set vices of the workmen vveie terminated 
with effect from 30-4-1983. The woikman has put in efficient, 
sincere and honest services without any complaint against 
him. He has put in more than 240 days service therefore 
it would be deemed to have put in more than one year con¬ 
tinuous service. After termination of his seivices the post 
was filled m by other candidates. Ihcieloie his termination 
amounts to retienchment and is in violation of Section 25G, 
75H and 25N of the lncustnal Disputes Act, 1947 as well 
as violative of Article 14 and 16 of the Constitution. For 
the above reasons the termination ol serv ices of workman 
is unjustified without any reason and arbitrary. Therefore the 
workman is entitled to be reinstated with full back wages, 
interest on back wages etc. 

5. The case of the management further is that the work¬ 
man was appointed as Apprentice Electrical Signal Main- 
unner Gi. 11. In view of the criticism in the National Press 
against malpractices committed by the Railway Service Com¬ 
mission the matter was investigated by the vigilence dlrcc- 
loiatc of the Railway who infoimcd that sufficient evidence 
ot malafido has been fonnd in the selection of the candidates 
who were recommended for the training as Apprentice Elec¬ 
trical Signal Maintainer and others, In consequence of this 
tho Railway Board issued instructions to the Division con¬ 
cerned to terminate the apprenticeship of the workman and 
others who had by then alieady joined their apprenticeship. 
Since the woikman was only an apprentice, it was not neces¬ 
sary to give any opportunity to him for the termination of 
the apprenticeship, The previsions of Railway Servauts (Dis¬ 
cipline and Appeal) Rules, 1968 aie not applicable in cases 
of the apprentices. 

6 . The case of the management further is that various 
nrovisions of Chapter VA and B were substituted by Act 
49 of 1984 which came into effect from 18-8-1984 much 
after the termination of the workman. Therefore these pro¬ 
visions arc not applicable to the case of the workman. In 
any case, it was not a case of retrenchment and therefore 
Sccion 25N has no applicaion. Shri Decpak Pratap has been 
taken back to duly vide D.R.M.’s letter dated 11-6-1985 as 
per instructions issued by the Chairman Raihvuy Recruitment 
Board for the reasons they will explain. 

7. At the very outset on behalf of the workman, it has 
been contended that the Railway Administration is employing 
more than 300 employees, as such previsions of Section 250, 
25H and 25N of the I D. Act are applicable to the workman. 
On the other hand, the stand of the management is that 
these provisions are not applicable in his oase. 

8 . I have gone through these provisions and I find that 
Section 25N was struck down by the High Court of Madras 
as unconstitutional and the present section therefore was 
substituted by the Amending Act 49 of I9R4. Therefore, Iho 
provisions of Section 25N which came into force in the 
vear 1984 will not apply to discharge of the applicant made 
in the year 1983. 


9. Section 25G lays downs the procedure for retrench¬ 
ment and Section 25H relates to the rc-employment Of the 
workman so retrenched. From the perusal of Section 25G it 
is crystal clear that the ordinarily rule is last person employed 
is to be ret'envhed unless for the reasons to be recorded 
employer retrenches any other workman. The summary sheet' 
merit list of Shri Jagar Mahmood inteiviewed on 27-3-1982 
and list Ft. M. 24 clearly go to show ibat the services of 
'he workman were terminated because the marks in the in¬ 
terview were found to have been manipulated The figure 
’14’ has been manipulated and made as ‘64’. Thus there is 
a valid reason in writing for discharging the present work¬ 
man. In the circumstances the provision of Sec. 25G are 
fulfilled and the question of applying .Section 25H therefore 
does not arise Regarding the rc-employmcnt of Shri Deepak 
Pratap it Is mentioned that he was taken on duty as pet 
instructions bsued by the Chairman, Railway Recruitment 
Board and thev will give reasons for the same, Unfortunately 
those reasons urc not given till now. But in this connection, 
it is pertinent to note that there was a vigilance enquiry to 
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decide the prima facie cases and on the instructions con¬ 
tained in Railway Boatd's letter No. E(NG)182 RSC/63 
dated 2I-9-19K2 the services of the workman and others 
were teiminuted. But if the Boaid decided otherwise in the 
case of Deepah Pratup, it cannot be said that the applicant 
should also cluim-re-employment under Sec. 25H of the 
I, D. Act, 

10. Next it has been contended on belndl of the wo.knian 
that his termination was for the alleged manipulation in 
his matks which amounts to misconduct with stigma at¬ 
tached. Therefore the services of the workman could not 
have been terminated without a proper domestic enquiry 
after giving him an opportunity to explain his stand. I am 
unable to agree because the allegation against the workmen 
is not that ho himself did manipulation in his marks. The 
allegation against him is that his marks in the interview 
were manipulated. 

11. In this connection, management has examined Shri K- 
C. Hasija (M,W. 1) and relied on Ex. M/1 marks-sheet and 
Ex, M/1A. Shri K. C. Hasija has stated that he was working 
as Deputy Director of Vigilance of Railways. He was direc¬ 
ted by the Railway Board to enquire into the irregularities 
committed by the Railway Service Comjnission, Bombay in 
the matter of Selection of Apprentice Electrical Signal Maln- 
tainer Gr. II (Cat. No. 46). He submitted his icport after 
examining the record. The Mark-sheet goes to show that 
the marks of the present workman were altered from 14 to 
64. his is crystal clear from perusal of Marks sheet, An¬ 
other witness Shri M. Shariff (M.W. 2) stated that as 
per condition No, 5, the officer of appointment of trainee 
was foi 24 months. There are instructions fiom the Railway 
Bon'd vide circular dated 2-2-54 that the apprentices are 
not railway employees and their services could be termina¬ 
ted under Rule 148(2), R. 1 of the Indian Rialway Establish¬ 
ment Code. 

12. The workman has lelied in this regard on the case of 
Vimal Kumar Srivastava Vs. Tills! Gramin Bank, Banda, 
judge of the Allahabad High Court (teported in 1986 Lab, 
I. C. 1112), In that case the allegations were that answer 
books go to show the similarity of mistake. Therefore it was 
presumed that the examinee had adopted unfair means and 
as such it was diiccted that he should be given nil marks in 
the interview. In the circumstances, the Court held that 
such a stand is not justified without giving hint an oppor¬ 
tunity to explain. Such is not the case in the instant ca r c. 
As 1 have already pointed out the allegation is not against the 
workman but against the Selection Board which has taken his 
interview. Thus there is nothing for the workman to explain. 
His marks-sheet shows the manipulation made by the In¬ 
terview Committee. 

13 For the reasons discussed above, 1 find that discharge 
of the applicant from service is justified and the provisions 
of the I D. Act, are not attracted. Therefore the Workman is 
hot entitled to any relief. 1, therefore, answer tnc reference 
as under

By Order No. L-20012(376)/81-D, III(A) dated, the 26th 
Fcbiuaiy, 1982, the Central Government in the Ministry of 
I abour has, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Dil¬ 
utes Act, 1947, referred the following dispute to this Tii- 
unal for adjudication. 

“Whether the demand of the workmen of Baiora Col- 
lieiy of Metsts Bharat Coking Coal Limited, Post 
Office Nfivvagaih, District Dhanbad that Shri 
Ramdeo Singh, Assistant 1 oading Clerk Grade-Ill 
should be reca'egorised as Loading CIc k-Gradc-II 
fiom the 1st May, 1972 is justified? If 'o, to what 
iclicf is the wotkman concerned entitled 7" 

2. The case of the concerned workmen, details apart, is 
as follows '— 

The concerned wo'kman, Ramdeo Singh, has remained in 
the employment of the colliery as Loading Clerk from 
the dale prior lo take over of the colliery by the Central 
Government with effect f ora 17-10-71 and nationalisation 
with ellec from 1-5-72. The private owneis exploited the 
employees in various methods including under payment for 
specific job done bv an employee. Although the concerned 
workman v as performing the duties of loading Clerk he was 
designated as Asstt. Loading Clerk and thereby the manage¬ 
ment p'i'd h : m one made lower rate of wages s'nce the 
1 oading Clerk is in Clerical Grade II whereas Asstt. Loading 
Clerk is in Clerical Gi ide-HT. Upon nationalisation of the 
collieries (he ownership management and control of the pro¬ 
perty we e vested in M/s. B. C C. Ltd., a Central Govern¬ 
ment company. The management nf M/s. BCCL recategorised 
employees arcoiding to natuie of job performed by each in¬ 
dividual workman and the concerned workman also expected 
that his case would receive due consideration , But for re¬ 
asons Kit known to the management ht£ case was kept 
pending though he wbs performing the ditties of a Loading 
Clerk and worknien doing similar nature of job in that 
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collieiy and in other collieries of the management were 
regularised in Clerical Grade-li. He was constrained to make 
several lepresentations t 0 the management and was assured 
■ mat his case would be relerred to appropriate authorities 
lot mguiaiisation. the Colliery Supdt. by his note dated 
16-11-/8 and a further note dated 24-11-78 took up his case 
With the Area General Manager of M/s. B.C.C.L., Barora 
Area. The union, the workman belonged to also raised the 
issue fcefo.e the management. The authorities at Area Gene¬ 
ral Manager’s level were satisfied that injustice was being 
done to the concerned workman and agreed to regularise his 
giade and a letter dated 30-1-80 (Ext. M-4) was sent to the 
Supt., Baroia Colliery by the Personnel Manager, Barora 
Area intimating therein that the concerned workman should 
be regularised in Grade-11 after obtaining a declaration from 
him that he would not claim any dues of back wages prior to 
the da e of his regularisation in Grade-11. Unfortunately the 
Colliery management did not act even on the formula sug¬ 
gested by the Area Personnel Manager, Barora Area. The 
union of the workmen represented the matter again to the 
General Manager of Area by a lePer dated 15-5-81 (Ext. 
W-2), but that was not replied to. In the circumstances 
the union was constrained to raise industrial dispute before the 
Asstt. Labour Commissioner (Central), Dhanbad, by letter 
dated 29-5-81. But the conciliation proceeding ended in a 
failure due to the adamant attitude of the management. 
Hence, the union has prayed that the demand of the 
workman is justified and he should be re-categorised in Cleri¬ 
cal Grade-11 with effect from 1-5-72. 


3. The management has contested the matter. It has con¬ 
tended that the concerned workman was appointed Asstt. 
Loading Clerk on 31-1-73 and has been continuing as such. 
He was given Identity Card where he put his signature in 
token of his acceptance the entries made therein as correct. 
As per recommendations of Central Coal Wage Board, 
Asstt. Loading Clerk is placed in Clerical Grade-Ill and there¬ 
fore, the concerned workman can have no grievance about 
it. The demand of the concerned workman to be promoted 
to the post of Loading Clerk in Grade-II cannot be accepted 
because he is junior to several Grade-111 Clerks in the col¬ 
liery. According to norms of promotion from Grade-II I to 
Grade-II seniority is taken into consideration in respect of 
all the Grade-Ill Clerks of the colliery. Since the concerned 
workman is juniormost he cannot be promoted over the head 
of other Clerks who are senior to him. The demand of the 
union is based on imaginary assertion that the concerned 
workman has been working as Loading -\lerk from 1-5-1972. 
Hence, it is asserted by the management that the demand of 
the concerned workman is not justified. 


4. In rejoinder to the written statement of the union the 
management has contended that the notesheet of the diffe¬ 
rent collieries are not accepted without proper verification 
and authenticity of the facts stated therein. The entire ap¬ 
proach of the union was based on -the assertion of the con¬ 
cerned workman that he had been work ng as Loading Clerk 
which was detected subsequently as false and was a manipu¬ 
lated affair. 


5. In the rejoinder to the written statement of the manage¬ 
ment the workman has denied- the allegation made by the 
management in its rejoinder and stuck t 0 the position that 
tie was performing the duties of a Loading Clerk and has 
»ot eve y right to be re-calego"ised as Loading Clerk 
3rade-II. 


6 . The management has examined only one witness in this 
:ase and introduced in evidence a mass of documents which 
save been made Exts. M-l to M-5. The workman has exa¬ 
mined himself only in this case and introduced some docu¬ 
ments which have been marked as Exts. W-l and W-2. 


7. There is no dispu'e that the concerned workman was 
working in Barora Colliery since 31-1-73. It has been 


asserted by the management that he was working as Asstt. 
Loading Clerk Grade-111 while the concerned workman has 
assrted that he was working as Loading Clerk Gr. II. It 
lia-, been admitted by the concerned workman that in the 
Identity Card and borm B Register he has been designated 
as Asstt, Loading Clerk Grade-Ill from the very beginning, 
bat it is his testimony that while he was working as Asstt. 
Loading Clerk Grade-Ill he got a letter from the manage¬ 
ment directing him to do the work of Loading Cleik Grade- 
II. But he could not produce this letter. MW-1, Birendra 
Nath Das, was formerly -»,osted as Agent of Barora Colliery 
from January, 1981 to July, 1983. In his testimony he has 
stated that there was only one railway siding at the time 
when he was the Agent of Barora Colliery and that the 
entire staff looking after and performing the duties attend-' 
mg to supervision of loading comprised of one supervisor, 
two loading clerks, two Asstt. Loading Clerks, s ix Loading 
Munshies and one Attendance Clerk. The fact that there 
was one tails, ay siding in Barora Colliery has not been 
pleaded by the management in wiitten statement. The state¬ 
ment of Sri Das with regard to the number of loading mun- 
shies of Barora Colliery appears to be bristle with inaccu¬ 
racy because in Ext. M-5 which is a list of loading per¬ 
sonnels shows that there was only one loading munshi in 
Barora Colliery. This witness has asserted that the concern¬ 
ed workman was posted in the colliery as Asstt. Loading 
Clerk and his function was to assist the Loading Clerk in 
peiformance of duties and that he never allotted him the 
duties of Loading Clerk. 

8 - It is the case of the concerned workman that he was 
performing the duties of a Loading Clerk in Clerical Grade- 
II, but the management paid him one grade lower rate of 
wages in Clerical Grade-Ill and that upon his representa¬ 
tion the matter was ultimately taken up by the Colliery 
Superintendent by his note dated 18-11-78. It appears from 
the photo copy of a note dated 18-11-78 raised by Senior 
Pefsonnel Officer, Barora Area (Ext. M-l) that the Supdt. 
Barora Colliery forwarded a list for categorisation of Engi¬ 
neering workers and others and that he mad e a reference 
about the concened workman, Asstt. Loading Clerk in 
Grade-ITT for replacement in Grade-II, Since no details, 
such as, actual job performed by him, Suptd. Barora 
Colliery, was requested to furnish following facts: 

(i) since when in the present grade; 

(ii) actual job performance; and 

(>><) strength of A=stt. Loading Clerk, Loading Clerk 
and no. of siding. 

Supdt., Baro.a Colliery, provided bio-data of the concerned 
workman stating that the concerned workman was working 
as Loading and Despatch Clerk (Ext. M-2). It appears 
further from another note-sheet that the management has 
stated that the concerned workman was working as Load¬ 
ing and Despatch Clerk since 1973 and the appropirate 
grade of Despatch Clerk is Grade-II a s per N.C.W.A (Ext. 
M-l). The management prepared a list of loading person- 
nels of Barora Colliery and this shows that there was one 
Loading Supervisor, three Loading Clerks, two Asstt. Load- 
ing Clerks and one Loading Munshi in Barora Colliery (Ext 
M-5). The list show? that the concerned workman was 
Glared in Clerical Grade-Il with effect from 30-7-82. In 
his testimony the concerned workman has stated that since 
1983 he has been getting wages available to Clerk Grade- 
11. By le'ter dated 30-1-80 (Ext. M-4) Personnel Manager, 
Barora Area wrote to the Superintendent, Barora Colliery, 
as follows ; 


“Reference your endorsement on your Note-sheet dated 
18th November, 1978, and your comments dated 
24-11-78 regarding Sri Ran* Deo Singh, Asstt. 
Loading Clerk. As per proforma filled up for cate¬ 
gorisation bv you. we note that he is doing the 
job of Loading Clerk since December, 1573 and 
as such he is entitled to be regularised as Clerk 
Grade-II after taking declaration from him that 
will not claim for back wages before putting him 
as Clerk Grade-II.” 
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Thus it is seen that the management ivas satisfied about 
the fact that the concerned workman was performing all 
job? of loading Clerk since December. 1973 and that he 
>Iv'iild b l placed in Clciical Grac!e-II pioiided he did not 
cl. im back wages. In the circumstances, I am constrained 
to hold that the management has no right to deny the con¬ 
cerned wotkmtin Clerical GradcTI with effect from 30-1-80. 
But it is seen that the management has given him that grade 
with effect from 30-7-82. In the circumstance the concern¬ 
ed workman is entitled to get difference of wages of Clerk 
(i ade-Il and Clctk Gr. Ill fiom 30-1-80 till 29-7-82,

Hence, it is ordered that the demand of the workmen of 
Baiora Colliery of M/s. B.C.C, Ltd, that Ramdeo Singh,

be rccategorised as Loading Clerk Grade-II with effect from 
30-1-1980 and paid difference of wages.
